And certainly there docs seem to be 
something very wonderful in the fact 
that, in a.largo Held containing millions 
of little plants furnished with groups, of 
three leaflets, there should he only one or 
two of tho four-leaved variety. \ do not

that 
some 
varieties of 
clover 


bear loaves all in groups of four or flve, 
for this is not tho fuel. 
Perhaps one 


tbat has fifty threes, although occasion- 
ally "several fours or lives will be found in 
a bunch fin tho same plant. 


As a genera! thing, three leaves are 


nearly of a size, while tho fourth is Home- 
wbat smaller—though this does not always 
follow.

American girl leads that life ot" amuse- 
ment which in France it is the privilege 
of the young married 
woman to lend. 


She knows that it is the good time of her 
life—tlmt when she can amuse herself 
without care, and sometimes to prolong 
the period she will 
make her betrothed 


wait a year or two, for she sees that once 
she is married housekeeping, the educa- 
tion of her children, the more or less 
exacting humor 01 her husband will im- 
pose upon her a more 
secluded life, 


jiefore marriage, a jolly time: after mar- 


' ringe, the serious duties of life:
